The Guernsey Breeders’ Jour- 
nal has recently presented a 
series Of studies of Guernsey 
records by Mr. Walter S. Kerr, 
which seek to demonstrate that 
the offspring of high record 
cows born before their records 
are made are greatly superior 
to those born from the same

These comparisons tend to sub- 
stantiate the conclusion reached in the 
first article as the granddaughters of 
these high record cows from sons 
born after the completion of the rec- 
ord show a slightly higher average

In this study he included 
all of the tested daughters of 
cows in this list where there 
were tested daughters born both 
before and after the dam made 
her high record. The result of 
this comparison showed that 
for 28 dams the 48 tested daugh- 
ters born before average 829.4 
Ibs. fat (mature equivalent) and 
the 38 tested daughters born 
after, averaged 878.6 Ibs. fat

In this study, Mr. Norton 
considers the sons of these high

ciation of America, June 1, 1904, it was voted to 

appropriate $500 as special prize money for Holstein- 
Friesian cattle exhibited at Western fairs in 1905. The 
Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Illinois State 
Fairs were designated and the award was made provisional 
on the fairs’ duplicating the amount offered by the Associa- 
tion. A special committee was set up to administer the 
fund. John B. Irwin of Minnesota proposed the resolu- 
tion, which was seconded by T. A. Mitchell of New York 
and supported from the floor by Mr. A. A. Hartshorn of 
New York, Mr. W. B. Barney of Iowa, and Mr. H. B. Dag- 
gett of Wisconsin. Mr. W. G. Powell of Pennsylvania, 
a former president, opposed the motion as a discrimination 
against other states not included in the list, but the motion 
was carried without a record vote. This appropriation 
was in addition to one of $1,500 for public butter tests at 
fairs. Previous to that date, the Association had ap- 
propriated considerable sums for prizes at various special 
World’s Fairs and Expositions, and particularly for com- 
petitive dairy tests at all fairs when won by Holstein- 
Friesian Cows. 

The adoption of this resolution in 1904 for additional 
prize money marked the beginning of a policy of fostering 
exhibits of our breed at state fairs generally by direct ad- 
ditions to the prize money, a policy that has been main- 
tained consistently up to and including 1931. Secretary 
Seaverns has compiled a list of the appropriations made 
for this purpose for each year since 1904, and we present 
this information in the following table:

It will be noted that the $2,000 level (including public 
competitive tests) was carried on for four years. In 1908, 
the Special Committee that had been administering the 
matter for western fairs was abolished, the whole subject 
being referred to the general committee on prizes at 
fairs, with an increased appropriation ($3,000) to permit 
an expansion of prizes at eastern fairs also. At that meet- 
ing in 1908, provision was made for more substantial sup- 
port for the National Dairy Show, which had started in 
Chicago in 1906. Mr. A. J. Glover, then, as now, a member 
of the Hoard’s Dairyman staff, was manager of the Na- 
tional that year, and he appeared before the annual 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Association at Syracuse 
to present the story of the National. Incidentally, it is 
of interest to note from the record of the meeting Mr. 


Glover’s statement that this was his first visit to the 
East. Further increases were made from year to year 


(except in 1915 when the foot-and-mouth disease epidemic 
caused the cancellation of many live stock shows and 
curtailed exhibits at most of the balance), until a maximum 
of $26,000 was appropriated in 1926. For 1931, as a meas- 
ure of retrenchment, the appropriation was cut to $10,000, 
and has been entirely eliminated for 1932 in the effort to 


balance the budget. The annual appropriations for this 
purpose from 1904 to 1931 inclusive, make the impressive 
total of $340,515. 

This traditional policy of financial support for fair ex- 
hibits has been accompanied by a remarkable growth in 
the number and quality of exhibits. The St. Louis World’s 
Fair Holstein Show in 1904 was hailed as the greatest dis- 
play of the breed up to that time, with 135 head from ex- 
hibitors in seven states. Almost any of our fair 
shows would now surpass this display in both numbers 
and quality, and many of them would draw exhibits from 
a wider area, while for our better shows, like Waterloo 
and the National in recent years, the animals that fail to 
get in the money at all would make a higher class exhibit 
than our greatest shows up to around 1910. 

It was in the period immediately following the Great 
War that the show ring really came into its own. This 
great growth of interest, whether considered as a cause 
or an effect of the Association’s policy of largely increased 
prize offerings, was coincident with material increases in 
the Association’s appropriations for this purpose. Along 
with this growth came the idea of cooperative showing by 
states and counties, started by Minnesota breeders in 1919, 
and this has been a continuing factor in the splendid 
growth of our Holstein shows. This development of our 
shows, coming along with the True Type work of the 
Association, was a powerful influence in sustaining the 
morale of the industry in the period of the immediate post- 
war deflation, and judging from the 1931 shows, will con- 
tinue to serve the same important purpose in the present 
situation.

Just how essential the prize money offerings of the 
Association have been in achieving this result may be 


a matter of some difference of opinion in these later years. 
The other dairy breed associations largely discontinued the 
practice some years ago, about 1924 or 1925, speaking 
from memory, without apparently suffering serious losses 
in breeder-support of the show ring. The American Jersey 
Cattle Club, about three years ago, adopted the idea of 
designating four regional shows each year to receive $1,000 
each in extra prize money, this added amount to be dupli- 
cated in extra money by the fair or exposition so desig- 
nated. Usually different fairs were designated each year. 
We have not felt that this system was so effective as the 
consistent continuing policy of general support for a great 
number of fairs carried on by the Holstein-Friesian Asocia- 
tion. Incidentally, the Jersey people last year were forced, 
as a measure of economy, to cut down materially the 
amount offered for these Regional Jersey shows. The 
Guernsey and Ayrshire associations for quite a few years 
past have offered no added prize money. The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club has developed a system of awarding 
Breeder Ribbons in certain classes to the highest ranking 
animals bred by exhibitor, while the Ayrshire Breeders’ 
Association has promoted the Futurity idea at a number oft 
shows of their breed. 

One notable development in connection with these 
various breed association policies has been the attitude 
of fair managements. Many of them came to accept the 
prize offerings of the Holstein-Friesian Association rather 
as a matter of course, and evidently depended upon it 
to make their premium lists attractive to Holstein breed- 
ers. In a few cases the amounts offered by the fair man- 
agement for Holsteins were reduced to a point where the 
Association money would merely bring the total for Hol- 
steins up to the amount they offered for some of the other 
breeds, while in a larger number of cases the fair offer- 
ings were made the same for the leading breeds, the 
Association money being depended upon to take care of 
the extra size of the Holstein displays at those fairs. In 
other words, many fairs were taking advantage of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association’s generous policy, as a means 
of shirking their own responsibility to offer prize money 
for the Holstein exhibits somewhat in proportion to their 
larger size and importance as compared to other breeds. 
And then in the face of this situation they were bidding 
frantically for the Jersey Regional shows with extra money 
to duplicate the limited offerings of the American Jersey 
Cattle Club.

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Ventilation of the Dairy Stable* 


By PROF. A. M. GOODMAN, Cornell University 


HE importance of good ventilation is so great that it 
"Tina seem unnecessary to take time to point out the 

need of it for our dairy stables, and yet I find that 
even among those who are interested in providing the 
best working conditions for their help and the best stabling 
conditions for their cattle, there are many who do not 
seem to have a full appreciation of the numerous indica- 
tions of lack of adequate ventilation nor a realization of 
the simplicity with which the atmospheric conditions of a 
stable can be improved. 

One has only to walk into any unventilated stable on a 
cold morning and take a good lung full of the stale, humid, 
stinking air or to try to kick open the bulged, frosty doors 
to realize that while the stable is amply warm, it is in 
fact an awful place for men to work in or in which to 
house cattle and handle milk. 


If we look a little further, we are likely to find drops of 
water on some parts of the ceiling or on the side walls. 
If some thoughtiul person has tried to ventilate the stable 
a little and has left a hay chute open, the condition of the 
air in the stable will be better, but if the siding is tight, 
the underside of the roof boards are likely to be dripping, 
or, if the outside temperature is very low, these boards 
will be covered with frost. In a barn in this condition 
you find mold on many beams, and on the ceiling, which 
means that wood-destroying fungi are at work. In other 
words, the wooden parts of the stable and barn are rotting. 
These fungi work faster under conditions of warmth and 
an atmosphere heavily laden with moisture and carbon 
dioxide gas. 

Some of ycu may shake your heads and say that I have 
made a terribly exaggerated statement of conditions. It 
is true that there are many barns of which this is not a 
true picture, but, on the other hand, there are thousands 
and thousands of barns in the condition that I have just 
described, and a sad thing about it is that many of those 
that have cost the most are in the worst condition. 


As a State we are spending thousands of dollars to 
eradicate disease in cattle and disinfect stables, which 
practice I for one believe is right; yet we seem to be doing 
comparatively little to make the air conditions in these 
stables any better than they were before the clean-up or to 
make more healthful stables in our new construction. 

Now what is the solution to this problem? For this is 
a real problem. The answer is ventilation. Not a few 
stables in our state that were previously damp and stuffy 
and foul and moldy are now, through ventilation, dry and 
the air in them is fresh and good to breathe. 

But why all this need of ventilation? Our grandfathers 
did not ventilate their cow stables, why should we ventilate 
ours? Well, our grandfathers didn’t use twine binders, 
either, but we do. Times and conditions have changed. 


Their barns were often only sheds and at best they 
were full of cracks so that the wind whistled through them. 
They had ventilation, but they had it automatically. They 
usually had more ventilation than they wanted. Now with 
heavy winter feeding and present-day tight construction, 
there is a great amount of moisture produced in the stable 
and very little chance for it to be blown out. 

Let us consider this question of moisture for a moment. 
A dairy cow of average weight and in fair production 
throws off from her body every 24 hours about 11 pounds, 
or over five quarts of water, in the form of vapor. This is 
the amount that is contained in the breath and which 
passes off through the skin, and is exclusive of the urine. 
Just think for a moment what this means in a stable where 
twenty-five cows are kept—twenty-five times five quarts 
equal 125 quarts, or one barrel of water. With modern 
tight stable walls, this moisture cannot freely escape and 
the conditions that I have outlined naturally follow. The 
air becomes heavily laden with moisture and when this 
warm moist air comes in contact with a cold wall or cold 
window or cold ceiling or cold roof the moisture condenses 
there. 

Because of the importance of dairy stable ventilation 
and because there were such conflicting reports as to what 
must or must not be done to ventilate a stable, the college 
assigned Prof. F. L. Fairbanks and the speaker to this 
problem and we have continued to study it for the past 
six winters. 


We have found that there are some ready-to-insta]] 
manufactured ventilation systems that work well and at 
the same time tend to improve the appearance of the barn. 
Where cost does not have to be considered, we recommend 
these. Unfortunately, however, we cannot recommend al] 
of the manufactured systems. 

We find that there are relatively few principles in- 
volved in stable ventilation but that these are fundamental, 
In the application of these principles we have developed a 
very simple and relatively inexpensive ventilation system 
which may seem crude to you but which has proved to be 
one of the most effective and satisfactory systems that we 
have found anywhere. 


The college has very generously decided to call this 
system the Fairbanks-Goodman System. A typical in- 
stallation of this system of dairy stable ventilation for a 
stable up to 100 feet in length would consist of the follow- 
ing: 

(1) A large well-constructed and thoroughly insulated 
outlet flue or chimney reaching from near the stable floor 
to above the highest part of the barn roof. 


(2) A number of relatively small inlet flues located 
along the side walls and so designed as to direct the in- 
coming air up against the stable ceiling. 

In operation fresh air enters through the inlet flues 
and on mixing with the stable air circulates to all parts 
of the stable. 

At the same time there is a continuous flow of air from 
the stable up and out of the outlet flue. 

The size of the outlet flue will depend on the number 
ot cattle to be served and on the height of the barn. Let 
us suppose a stable for forty cows in a barn 33 feet high: 
Assuming that the outlet flue will extend two feet above 
the ridge of the roof, the top of the flue would be 35 feet 
high. Under these conditions a flue 36 in. x 38 in. inside 
dimensions would be required. 

Outlet flue areas for various-sized herds in barns of 
various heights are shown in the following table:

The outlet must be thoroughly insulated in order that 
the air in it will remain warm and light and expanded so 
that the cold air coming in at the inlets will force the out- 
going air to rise. We find that two thicknesses of lumber 
with good building paper between them or two thicknesses 
of insulating boards, such as Insulite, Ten-test or Celotex, 
are satisfactory. 

The outlet flue reaches almost to the stable floor so 
that it will take out the coolest air in the stable. This is 
of vital importance as it is by preventing the warm air 
from draining out of the stable that the temperature is 
maintained at a uniform degree during sudden changes 
of weather. 

The outlet flue is extended above the ridge of the roof 
in order that the movement of air in the flue will not be 
affected by the eddying of the wind over the roof. 

The inlet flues are each about sixty square inches in 
area—that is, 6 inches by 10 inches or 4 inches by 15

To Preserve the National 


N the Round Table this week is an open letter to the 
] Holstein fraternity from President Thompson regarding 

the future of the National Dairy Exposition. It is evi- 
dent that if the National show is to be continued a new 
financial set-up must be worked out. While we believe 
that from the standpoint of the cattle show at the National, 
a more central location would be preferred by many breed- 
ers, it must be recognized that St. Louis has a big stake 
in the National Dairy Exposition. They built a million- 
dollar arena only three years ago especially to house this 


show, with the assurance of a five-year contract, and St. 
Louis business interests now are ready to assume the 


major part in this proposed plan of re-financing the Dairy 
Show. They propose to make it a part of a mammoth 
fall festival which would have a much wider attendance 
appeal than could ever be expected {or the Dairy Show 
alone. They are willing to put up 80% of the money re- 
quired and ask the dairy interests to subscribe the other 


20%. Of this amount, one-quarter, or 5% cf the total, has 
been assigned to the Holstein-Friesian Association to 
sponsor. Shares in this worthwhile enterprise are set at 
$100 each, which means 50 shares for the Holstein in- 
dustry. Of this, a half is payable by June 1, 1932, the 


balance, if needed and called for, in $25 payments in 1933 
and 1934. 
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The Board of Directors of the National Dairy Associa. 
tion, which has sponsored the show for the past quarter 
century and which is in full touch with all the details of 
the new plan of reorganization, apparently believes that 
this plan is sound and workable, and holds promise of suc- 
cess. Just what allotments have been given the other 
breeds and the dairy manufacturing and machinery inter- 
ests we do not know, but there should not be any question 
of the dairy industry as a whole being able to subscribe 
their 20% share of the quota, and the importance and size 
of the Holstein industry doubtless justifies the proportion 
assigned it. Certainly we would not like to see our breed 
fall down on doing what is expected of it, particularly if 
the other breeds meet their quotas. 

The continuance of the National Show is of real im- 
portance to the dairy industry and to all breeders of im- 
proved dairy cattle, particularly so in these times when 
every agency of breed and industry advancement has 
such a heavy responsibility resting upon it. 

We sincerely hope, therefore, that President Thomp- 
son’s letter may have a prompt response from Holstein 
breeders who may be in a position to subseribe for one or 
more of the fifty shares allotted to our breed, and who have 
the financial resources to make a contribution of this size 
for the general support of such a worthwhile project. 

While President Thompson does not indicate in his 
letter that individual subscriptions would be acceptable if 
made contingent upon the whole fund of $100,000 being 
subscribed, we believe that such a provision would have 
been entirely in order and would make it easier to carry 
the project through to a successful conclusion. Under the 
set-up projected, nothing less than the full amount would 
be effective in securing the results hoped for, and so we 
are taking the liberty of suggesting to any of our readers 
who may be interested in the matter that their sub- 
scriptions be offered conditionally upon the whole total 
amount being subscribed by June 1, 1932. Subscriptions 
should be sent to Secretary Houghton Seavens, Brattle- 
boro, Vermont. 


Holstein Prize Money 


HE traditional policy of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
l tion of America for the past quarter-century or more 
has been to extend liberal and substantial support to 
the showing of Holsteins by direct offers of added prize 
money at leading shows and expositions. The interruption 
of that consistent program, the history of which is given 
in one of the feature articles this week, is due solely to 
the financial necessities of the present situation. The 
elimination of prizes at fairs for the 1932 budget was a 
matter of necessity and does not indicate any changed 
attitude toward the importance of the show ring on the 
part of those who are responsible for the management of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

We believe it cannot be successfully disputed that our 
shows have played an important part in the improvement 
in type of the Holstein-Friesian breed that has been so 
noticeable within the past decade. The show ring has also 
been an important means of breed extension and it has 
served to sustain the courage and morale of breeders dur- 
ing the trying times of the past, as at present. 

It would, therefore, be particularly unfortunate if the 
discontinuance of the added prize money offered by the 
National Association should result in any material falling 
off in Holstein participation in the show ring this year. 

In the past, many of our shows have come to depend 
upon the added Holstein money to make their Holstein 
classifications attractive and in some degree proportion- 
ate to the larger numbers of this breed exhibited. While 
many cf our fairs may be operating on a reduced budget 
in 1932, we hope the fair managements in setting up their 
premium lists for this year will not overlook the very 
material assistance the Holstein-Friesian Association has 
given them in the past and will show their appreciation 
by taking the best possible care of the Holstein end of 
their premium list for 1932. 

We believe there is an opportunity along this line for 
state associations to perform a worthwhile service by 
getting in touch with the management of the state fair 
in their respective states with helpful suggestions along 
the line of the most effective possible use of the available 
prize money for Holstein classifications this year. In most 
cases, we believe the fair management would welcome con- 
structive suggestions from the breed organizations along 
this line.

OR our cover illustration this week, we have selected 
Fone of Minnesota’s best known cows, Woodville Bess 

808171. She is owned and has been developed by Miss 
Myrtle I. Himrum, Lake Park, Minnesota. Miss Himrum 
made her start with pure bred Holsteins as a calf club 
project. She won national recognition in this work and 
has gone on to develop one of the successful breeding 
herds of her State at Oak Bend Farm. Wooodville Bess 
was one of her first calf club project heifers and is still 
a valued member of the herd. This picture was taken at 
almost nine years old and shows her to be a magnificent 
specimem of the breed. She has been seventeen times a 
grand champion at various shows and has likewise done 
very well in production, having a yearly record in four- 
year-old form of 19,985.3 Ibs. milk, 694.7 lbs. fat. Later 
in C. T. A. work, she made 733.2 lbs. fat. She has three 
daughters and one bull calf in the Oak Bend herd, two 
bulls having been sold, one near the Twin Cities, where 
he has won grand championship over all breeds at a num- 
ber of local fairs. One of these daughters, Oak Bend 
Babe Easter Ormsby Bess, is now finishing a record of 
well over 640 lbs. fat, the last half of the year on three- 
time milking. This daughter was a first prize winner at 
North Dakota State Fair as a two-year-old, placing above 
a heifer that won second that year at the National Dairy 
Show, and has been several times a first prize winner at 
Crookston and Becker County, Minn., fairs. A younger 
daughter, sired by Femco Pride, twice Reserve All-Ameri- 
can show bull, was grand champion at the Becker County 
Fair in 1930 and 1931, and has likewise been a good winner 
at other shows. 


The pedigree of Woodville Bess is of interest. She 
was bred by George M. Flinn, Minneapolis, sired by Sir 
Korndyke Homestead, a bull of E. C. Schroeder breeding. 
Sir Korndyke Homestead was by Sir Korndyke Henger- 
veld De Kol 36th and out of Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, 
one of the 30-lb. daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes, and out of Spring Brook Homestead De Kol, a 
maternal sister of Spring Brook Bess Burke. The dam of 
Woodville Bess was Akkrummer Johanna Minita, a daugh- 
ter of Sir Ormsby Akkrummer Banostine, he a grandson of 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby, while the second dam was by 
Champion Johanna, son of Colantha Johanna Champion. 
Our congratulations to Miss Himrum on owning such a 
splendid individual cow that has demonstrated so satis- 
factorily both producing and reproducing ability.

AN OPEN LETTER FROM PRESIDENT THOMPSON 
Dear Fellow Holstein Breeder: 

Knowing your interest in advancing the Holstein-Frie- 
sian breed and your activities along the most progressive 
lines, I wish to lay before you a plan to carry on the Na- 
tional Dairy Exposition. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of the National 
Dairy Association on February 23, 1932, the President, 
Charles L. Hill, read a statement showing current liabili- 
ties of $15,805 (including $13,400 of notes payable on loans 
advanced by individuals and firms) and current assets of 
$6,548. It is therefore evident that the Exposition cannot 
continue under the old methods of financing. 

The business men of St. Louis are very anxious to have 
the show continue at St. Louis and the members of the 
Board of the National Dairy Association also believe that 
the Exposition can be made a great educational feature 
for the promotion of better dairying. Accordingly St. 
Louis proposes to organize an Association to be known as 
the Fall Festival Association, with one thousand members 
at a total cost of $100 per membership, 50% of this amount 
to be called the first year and the agreement providing that 
no more than 25% can be called either the second or third 
year. It is contemplated, however, that if the plans as set 
up are successfully carried out, no more than the original 
amount of $50 per membership will ever need to be met 
unless some extraordinary circumstances, at present un- 
forseen, should arise. 

St. Louis business interests will subscribe 800 of these 
shares, or in other words $80,000, and will pay half of this 
not later than June 1. It is expected that the dairy inter- 
ests of the country will subscribe the remaining 200 shares, 
thus becoming definitely identified with the project. Of 
these 200 shares the Holstein-Friesian Association is asked 
to subscribe 50 shares by individual membership of $100 
each as outlined above, of which only $50 may be called 
this year. 

The plan is to combine a number of expositions, edu- 
cational features, entertainment and parades, all of which 
will be drawing attractions to benefit the City of St. Louis 
for a period of several weeks, culminating in the Dairy 
Show as the special and outstanding feature. St. Louis 
is working on the idea that something besides the exhibit- 
ing of cattle is necessary to bring in the attendance neces- 
sary to support the Show and that such other means must 
be taken to dramatize the Dairy Show and introduce such 
spectacular events (not crdinary carnival or vaudeville 
stunts) as will prove of interest not only to the visitors 
from outside the city but to the local people as well. The 
other breed associations, the dairy manufacturing and 
machinery interests, publications, etc, have signified their 
approval of this plan and it is therefore necessary to de- 
termine at once how many of these memberships we may 
count on from the Holstein breeders. 

Will you please indicate on the inclosed slip the number 
of shares which you may be willing to subscribe for the 
support of the Dairy Show for a period of three years and 
return the same immediately to the Secretary’s office at 
Brattleboro in the inclosed envelope. 

It appears certain that unless this plan can be carried 
out there will be no National Dairy Show this year. It is 
not the purpose to destroy the identity of the National 
Dairy Exposition but to bring around it such other shows 
as will not conflict but will actually enhance the general 
interest in the Exposition. It is the purpose to eliminate 
the overhead expenses by bringing all of these shows 
under one management head—a general manager with 
experience in showmanship. The Dairy Show itself will be 
conducted by a show committee made up of members of 
the National Dairy Association together with some St 
Louis men who will have control of the dairy program ané 
other activities of the show during the dairy week. 

Immediate action is necessary if this plan is to ge 
through and your prompt reply will be appreciated.

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JACK KERR COMMENTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


There are a whole lot of things in connection with the 
management of the Association, the delegate system, the 
cost of the same and the breeding of pure bred cattle, and 
a lot more things too numerous to mention, that seem to 
be causing you a lot of worry and trouble. We will take 
them in rotation:— 


The delegates to the convention. Let the number re- 
main just as it is, the more the merrier. Let those elected 
pay their own carfare out and back as we old fellows used 
to do and we considered it an honor if elected to do so. 
You won’t have as many in attendance, but what you will 
have will be those interested in the breeding of better 
cattle. That’s that. 


Mr. Hays’ article. I know he is all wrong. Here are a 
few reasons—according to Mr. Hays, we should have sent 
the dams of the following cows to the butcher — May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, Tillamook Daisy Butter De Kol 
(her granddam had no record). There would be no North 
Star Joe Homestead (his granddam had no record). There 
would be no Maggie Calamity Hartog, and this year we 
would have no All-American full aged bull. There would 
be no Countess Abbekerk Kiemke and her great offspring. 
Nor any Sally Francy. There would be no Temple Farm 
Belle or Butter Lass Louise of Baker Farm—but what’s 
the use. The man is not living and will never be born 
that can tell what a yearling heifer is going to do when 
she is a full aged cow. Neither can he tell what a bull’s 
daughters will be until they come into milk. I have owned 
a few cows in my time and once in a while I pick a good 
one and I am never able to tell whether it was good judg- 
ment or bull luck, and I don’t believe anyone else can. 
Why go and tie us all up in regard to type and production? 
Most anybody that has any kind of an eye can tell type 
but when it comes to picking production, that’s altogether 
another matter. I notice that some of the greatest cows 
of the breed have been sired by bulls that we heard noth- 
ing about until a daughter broke a world’s record. The 
ideal cow in my judgment is one who can produce 20,000 
lbs. milk and 800 lbs. fat on three-times-a-day milking or 
better still, if she can do it on two-time milking. I have 
talked with men who have bred horses for speed all their 
life and they tell me you don’t know what a colt is going 
to be until you race him. Why go and bother us with a 
lot of new laws? Please let us alone. If a man wants to 
breed cheap thoroughbreds that Mr. Hays speaks about, 
let him do it, and if he is wrong, he will soon find his mis- 
take. In Washington, they passed a Farmers’ Relief bill 
to stablize the market and everything the farmer raised 
went to —- and it cost $500,000,000 of other peoples’ 
money. Why not let us alone? The dairyman will take 
care of himself and so will the farmer. Every one I have 
met is trying to breed better cattle. 

Make registration $1.00 
and transfers fifty cents. 

The colleges have been telling us to raise alfalfa and 
clover, but a man in Vermont has led all the herds in the 
State of Vermont in C. T. A. by feeding his cows witch 
grass—this was Mr. A. P. Bigelow, Middlesex, Vermont. 
You will find his feeding methods in the New England 
Homestead. What about your soy beans, alfalfa and clover 
hay? When you want to know any more, write me.

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OXFORD COUNTY HOLSTEIN BREEDERS’ ANNUAL 
MEETING 


Oxford County Holstein breeders met on January 27 at 
Woodstock, Ontario, for their annual meeting. The at- 
tendance was not as large as usual but a spirit of optimism 
prevailed throughout the afternoon. The meeting was 
called together by President T. R. Dent, who spoke briefly, 
mentioning that while the past year had not been too 
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favorable for live stock breeders generally, the breeders 
of pure bred Holsteins were experiencing much better 
returns than were the dairymen who were depending solely 
on milk and cheese receipts. Fieldman B. G. Jenvey re- 
ported that while sales had been equal in number to those 
made in 1930, the receipts were down slightly, showing an 
average decline of approximately $10 per head. Total sales 
for the year were $31,000, with the general average for cows 
running around $156, for heifers $116, and for bulls $151. 
Secretary Currie reported a cash balance of $932.07. Ex. 
penditures for the year included $318.66 for grants to three 
fairs in Oxford County, $82 in advertising, and approxi- 
mately $1,000 had been spent in subsidizing prize winning 
cattle to outside exhibitions. Total membership of the club 
is now 125, with five new memberships during the year. 
Discussion in the meeting centered around the advisability 
of continuing with the sales agent or returning again to 
the system of holding semi-annual public sales, and the 
advisability of reducing the club membership fee. It was 
decided to continue with the sales agent and no change was 
made in membership fees. Officers were elected for the 
ensuing year as follows: President, A. H. Caffyn, Inger- 
soll; Vice President, George De Montmorency, Woodstock: 
Secretary-Treasurer, George Currie, Ingersoll. Directors: 
Fred Hilliker, Alfred Groves, James Rettie, H. E. Long- 


worth. J. W. Innes, Martin McDowell, G. R. Rowe, T. R. 
Dent, B. G. Jenvey. 


WAYNE-ONTARIO CLUB ACTIVE 


The Wayne-Ontario (New York) Holstein Club, al- 
though less than a year old is very active and is giving 
its members plenty for their money. While 13 members 
may seem a sure sign of failure and disaster it has simply 
proven a spur to greater accomplishments for this club. 

On December 8, the club held its first Holstein tour 
on the eastern side of Wayne County. The forty men who 
were present were so well pleased that the club im- 
mediately set to work and planned another tour which 
was held February 11. This tour covered the southwestern 
part of Wayne and the northern part of Ontario County. 
It was attended by 100 men and as they went from place 
to place the thirty-car parade attracted a lot of attention. 
Although herds in this section do not run very large one 
would have to go a long way to find better animals than 
some of those seen on this last tour. 

The herd of John Hemmings and Son at Marion where 
the first stop was made contains two very fine bulls who 
are rapidly proving themselves. The older of these bulls 
has three daughters owned by Mr. Hemmings, which pro- 
duced more as two-year-olds than their mothers ever did. 

The next stop was at Robert Coveney’s Walworth, 
where W. D. Robens, former State Secretary of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, compared two cows, showing 
the men present the desirable types of Holstein, both for 
production and for show purposes. 


Lunch was eaten at William Crowell’s, Manchester. 
Mr. Crowell owns several cows which have produced over 
500 lbs. of fat. His herd average is about 400 lbs. per cow. 


From Mr. Crowell’s, the club led the way to George 
Fox & Sons, Macedon, where pictures of Mr. Fox’s fine 
bull, surrounded by the crowd, were taken. Mr. Fox owns 
the cow which led the Wayne County Dairy Improvement 
Association last year. This cow produced 19,985 lbs. of 
milk for him. 

The club then proceeded to Donald Watton’s, Palmyra, 


where they saw a bull which was formerly owned by the 
Chapin Farms. 


This tour was such an outstanding success that the 
club is now planning to hold a third tour in the north- 
western part of Wayne County, on March 22. Mr. Ward 
Stevens, for years Holstein judge at the Syracuse State 
Fair, will accompany the members on the tour and will 
show them some of the fine points to look for when select- 
ing good Holsteins for their herds. 

Besides the tours the club has appointed a committee 
to select a herd for showing at the fairs. They are 
already planning to send a herd to the State Fair. They 
are cooperating with 4-H Club boys and agriculture classes 
in the raising of calves. Practically all of the present 


members are in the Wayne-Outario Dairy Improvement 
Association.

NATIONAL CHAMPION HOLSTEIN 
GIRL 


Five years of exceptional success 
and leadership in 4-H Club work has 
resulted in Betty Jane Rudy of Mat- 
toon, Illinois, being chosen as the Na- 
tional Champion 4-H Holstein Girl for 
1931. This decision was reached after 
a very careful study had been made 
of the records of the State champion 
4-H Holstein girls. 


A book could almost be written 
about the many activities that Betty 
Jane has crammed into her five years 
of club work. Starting with a pig, 
which Betty Jane called Nancy, in 


1927, she took up calf club work the 
following year. With the aid of her 
father she organized a Holstein calf 
club with eight new members and 
twelve calves. Upon being asked how 
she got her first calf, Betty Jane re- 
plied: “A calf was purchased at the 
Illinois State Holstein sale by my 
father for a club boy. When this 
calf, Mooseheart Lady Creamelle, ar- 
rived, the boy’s father decided to take 
a yearling, and Lady Creamelle was 
left on father’s hands, so he gave her 
to me. With her, together with two 
heifers and two calves from my 
father’s herd, I started my 4H Club 
work. That year three of my herd 
were selected to go to the Illinois 
State Fair. Lady Creamelle won first 
and championship. Aaggie Segis won 
sixth, and Rudy Korndyke won fourth 
in the heifer class. They also won the 
highest honors at the County Fair, a 
week later. This ended my second 
year in club work, and in checking up 
I found Lady Creamelle had cost me 
$89.27 and had netted me a profit of 
$160.73.” 


The third year Betty Jane started 
with three yearling heifers, two heif- 
er calves and a bull calf. One of the 
calves, Creator Pietertje Princess, was 
nicknamed “Flapper”, because, as 
Betty Jane says, “I favored her espe- 
cially because she looked and acted 
like a flapper. She would chew her cud 
very energetically, nothing would dis- 
turb her and she was at home in any 
company.” She and Lady Creamelle 
were shown at the State Fair, Flapper 
winning fourth in a class of 24; and 
Creamelle won second in the yearling 
class. That year a heifer, Daisy 
Friend, was sold for $200.00, and a bull 
for $150.00. 


In 1930, Betty Jane had even better 
success. In addition to showing at 
several County fairs and the State 
Fair, her dream was realized when 
three of her calves were selected to 
go to the National Dairy Show. Only 
two were taken, Flapper and Aaggie, 
the former placing fifth, and the two 
of them in the Illinois State group, 
which placed sixth. 


Regarding the fifth year’s work 
Betty Jane said: “In July 1930 I vis- 
ited Silver Glen Farms at St. Charles, 
Illinois, and met the owner, Mr. E. J. 
Baker. He told me when I wanted a 
calf to come and select one from his 
herd. Easter day, 1931, I received a 
telegram inviting me to come to Sil- 
ver Glen and select my calf. Two 
weeks later the little black calf ar- 
rived, a real black beauty.” She placed 
first in the Shelby and Coles County 
Fair. In 1931 Betty Jane had two 
calves, two yearlings and two cows 
entered in club work. Again two 


were shown at the National Dairy 
Show. Marathon Black Beauty Bess, 
the Silver Glen calf, placed third at 
the National and first at the State 
Fair. 

Good production records are being 
made by Betty Jane’s club cows. Rudy 
Korndyke Pietertje Piebe from April 
to the time of her sudden death at 
the County Fair in August had in 111 
days produced 3,679 pounds of milk 
and 131.9 pounds of fat. Lady Cream- 
elle in 254 testing days produced 13,- 
526 pounds of milk and 467.7 pounds 
of fat. Lady Rudy Pietertje Artis, 
her daughter, freshened in November, 
and in December produced over 40 
pounds per day testing 4%. Her other 
4-H club cows have produced as fol- 
lows: Creator Ormsby Bessie in 254 
days, 8,584 pounds of milk and 302.5 
pounds of fat; Creator Pietertje 
Princess (Flapper) in 122 days pro- 
duced 4,607 pounds of milk and 153.3 
pounds of fat. 


Betty Jane has been a member of 
the County Dairy Judging Team for 
two years, is a member of the Farm 
Bureau and the Home Bureau. Betty 
says: “My prize money pays my Farm 
3ureau dues and assessments on a 
life insurance policy. I also pay for 
the calves that come from father’s 
herd and their feed, and he credits me 
with the milk they produce.” 


In 1930 she was State champion in 
third year dairy work and was 
awarded a trip to the National Club 
Congress in Chicago. She also re- 
ceived a medal for records kept on her 
4-H cows. Room improvement and 
sewing are other projects carried. Her 
dress was first in the second year 
clothing project, first in outfit and first 
in County Style Show. She ranked 
seventh in a class of 72 at the State 
Fair Style Show. She was also a mem- 
ber of the first prize demonstration 


team. 
Betty Jane has organized or as- 
sisted in organizing seven clubs in 


the county and has interested between 
50 and 75 boys and girls in 4-H club 
project. This is considered an excel- 
lent record in leadership. 


A summary of the winnings of Betty 
Jane’s animals in four years include 
52 firsts, 28 seconds, 13 thirds, 5 
fourths, 2 fifths, 3 sixths, 4 sevenths, 
1 eighth, 6 championships, a silver 
cup and 4 gold medals. 


Betty Jane is seventeen years old 
and a senior in the Mattoon High 
School. In summing up her work she 
says: “It was my little pig, Nancy, 
that furnished the inspiration that led 
me into organizing a Holstein calf 
club. My present herd is valued at 
$4,000.00 and it is my greatest am- 
bition to have an outstanding herd in 
type and production.” 
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A R TESTS INCREASE 

A recent visit to the Advanced 
Registry office at Madison, Wis., dis- 
closed the fact that Advanced Regis- 
try testing is being done in larger 
volume at present than it was a year 
ago at this time. In 1931 on February 
lst there were 3,221 cows on test and 
in 1930 3,084. On February list this 
year, however, there were 3,287 cows 
on test in the various divisions of the 
Advanced Registry department. These 
tests are being made by 340 breeders 
in 41 states. Following are the prin- 
cipal states that are testing: 

Wisconsin—42 breeders testing 411 
cows; New York—31 breeders testing 
335 cows; Illinois—16 breeders test- 
ing 230 cows; California—14 breeders 
testing 204 cows; Pennsylvania—17 
breeders testing 177 cows; Ohio—31 
breeders testing 174 cows; Minne- 
sota—21 breeders testing 171 cows; 
Iowa—20 breeders testing 163 cows; 
Michigan—19 breeders testing 161 
cows; New Jersey—6 breeders test- 
ing 133 cows; Maryland—S8s breeders 
testing 117 cows. 

In the Herd Test, however, losses 
were noted over last year. A year 
ago 35 states and 277 breeders had 
7,500 cows on Herd Test. This year 
the same 35 states recorded 202 breed- 
ers with 6,300 cows on test. 

Despite the decreased headway 
under which the extension depart- 
ment is operating, inquiries for Janu- 
ary totalled 517. While this is a con- 
siderable falling off over previous 
years and similar months it indicates 
a healthy inquiry for Holsteins that 
holds up remarkably well. 


Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, 
Wash., report a strong demand for 
sons of Matador Segis Ormsby in 
South America. Although the Argen- 
tine, Ecuador, Columbia and Chile 
have been the largest buyers of sons 
of this bull in South America, Peru is 
now added to the list of owners of 
this breeding through the recent sale 
of a very outstanding son to A. Novoa, 
Salaverry, Peru.

These cash awards, except for the four Regional or 
National shows—National Dairy Exposition, Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern States Exposition and 
Pacific International Live Stock Exposition—have been 
based upon a percentage of the premiums for our breed 
offered by the fair association. This percentage in 1931 
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ranged from 15 to 20% in most cases and in some earlier 
years ranged as high as 40%, depending upon the im- 
portance of the Holstein show at the particular fair 
concerned. 

Now that conditions have made it necessary for the 
Holstein-Friesian Association to discontinue all these added 
prizes for 1932—and we do not question the necessity of 
taking this step at this time—we hope the various fair 
boards will look at the matter in the right light; that they 
will recognize and take into account the material assist- 
ance our Association has extended to them in past years 
in making their premium lists more attractive to Holstein 
exhibitors; and that they will endeavor so far as possible 
to adjust their own offerings in 1932 for the various 
breeds somewhat in proportion to the strength of the sup- 
port they have received from exhibitors of those breeds 
in the past.

inches. These are spaced as nearly uniformly as possible 
alcng the side walls, not less than 10 feet and not over 15 
feet apart. They are so constructed as to direct the in- 
coming air up toward the ceiling. This is for two pur- 
poses: First to prevent any drafts on the cattle and at- 
tendants; and, secondly, to insure immediate mixing with 
the warmest air in the stable. 

The inlet flues are fitted with doors or dampers which 
may be partially, but not completely, closed to throttle the 
incoming air when necessary. 

With this system, as with any other, for satisfactory 
operation and best results it is necessary that the stable 
be fairly well insulated and that it house a reasonable 
number of cattle. 

Heat that escapes from the stable in the air that goes 
out of the outlet flue is the force that moves the outgoing 
air. This warm air carries out with it moisture, carbon 
dioxide and odors. 

Heat may also escape rapidly through poorly insulaed 
walls and window glass. Heat that escapes in this way 
serves no useful purpose. As the moisture, carbon dioxide, 
and odors cannot pass through these substances they are 
left behind, and produce the conditions which I at first 
outlined to you. It is essential, then, that we reduce the 
loss of heat through side walls, ceiling and window glass 
to a reasonable minimum. 

This suggests a few remarks about stable planning and 
construction and I want to digress right here and make 
them. 

We find that it is desirable to have the stable so 
planned that there are not over 600 cubic feet of air space 
per 1,000 povnds of stock. 

A stable 36 feet wide (outside) and ceiling eight feet 
to 8 feet 3 inches above the stall platform, and housing 
two rows of cows, will have a very good-sized air space. 
If there are several box stalls and calf pens a barn 34 
feet wide and ceiling not cver 8 feet 3 inches, and pref- 
erably 7 feet 9 inches, is likely to be more desirable. 

These sizes will depend to some extent on the con- 
struction of the side walls. The air is nct hard to heat, 
but in a large room there are large wall areas, and, since 
a certain amount of heat escapes through a square foot 
of a given type of wall, the more square feet of area the 
greater amounut of heat will be lost in this way. To 
construct and insulate a large area is costly. 

Since heat escapes through a concrete wall eight inches 
thick about as rapidly as it does through one-inch boards, 
it is evident that the concrete foundation walls should not 
be higher than is necessary to protect the sills, for if 
higher and not banked it may be necessary to line them. 
Wocden side walls should be constructed cf at least double 
siding with good building paper between, or insulating 
board, such as Insulite and Ten-test or Celotex, and one 
thickness of good siding. 

Ceiling on the inside of the framework is desirable but 
not necessary. Single siding outside cf the framework 
and single ceiling inside is undesirable because of the free 
moving air between the two. 

The loft floor and overhead ceiling need careful con- 
sideration. If no ceiling is to be placed under the floor 
beams, then all that is needed under the mows is a tight 
floor that will prevent dirt and chaff from sifting through 
to the stable and which is tightly fitted around all studding 
and posts. If drive floors were always well covered with

ment across the barn between the floor joists and over 
the ceiling. 
If air leaks in and out at the sides of the barn the 


cold air will move across over the ceiling, keeping it cold, 
with the result that moisture is likely to condense on it. 
Tight construction of the side walls goes a long way 
toward preventing this condition, but I would like to rec- 
ommend full size headers, or stops, cut in between the 
joists on each side of the barn. 

Four square feet of window glass per cow is enough. 
Five square feet should be considered the maximum. 
While it is true that light comes in through the glass it is 
also true that heat goes out through it and goes out very 
rapidly; moreover, there are many more hours in the 
twenty-four when heat is going out than when light is 
coming in. We are being taught now that the ultra-violet 
rays of the sun are filtered out by common window glass. 
If this is the case, the little patches of sunlight we get on 
the stable floor are pretty expensive, both from the stand- 
point of construction cost and heat loss, and at best are 
not very valuable. 

Doors of two thicknesses of material are desirable, as 
there is less chance for moisture to condense on them and 
therefore there is much less liklihood of their bulging and 
sticking. 

To recapitulate, the essentials for a good dairy stable 
which can be kept comfortably warm and be thoroughly 
ventilated are: 


(1) Width of 34 to 36 feet outside dimensions. 

(2) Ceiling height 7 feet 9 to 8 feet 3—depending on 
floor plan and cattle to be housed. 

(3) Air space not.over 600 cubic feet per 1,000 pounds 
live weight, unless stable is especially well in- 
sulated. 

(4) Double siding with paper between. 

(5) Four to five square feet of window glass per cow. 

For the ventilation system: 
I. Outlet flue or flues— 
(a) One for every 50 cows or 100 feet of length 
of stable. 
(b) That is right size for number of cattle to be 
served and for height of barn. 
That extends from 15 inches above the stable 
floor to 2 feet above the highest part of the 
barn roof. 


(c 


(d) That is made of two thicknesses of matched 
boards with paper between, or equivalent 
insulation. 

(e) A well-insulated projecting root over the top 
of the flue supported on posts long enough to 
give an opening eleven inches high on all 
four sides of the flue. 

II. Inlet flues— 

(a) One every 10 to 15 feet along the side walls 
and certainly one to deliver air into each box 
stall or pen 

(b) Not within 6 feet of the cuttake 

(c) About 60 square inches in area. 


flue. 


(d) Designed to direct incoming air upward. 
(e) Fitted with a door or damper with which they 
may be partly but not entirely closed. 

A well-designed manufactured natural draft ventilation 
system with thoroughly insulated outlet flues extending 
from near the stable floor is also, because of its good ap- 
pearances, recommended. 

I suppose I should say just a few words about forced 
ventilation. With the extension of more and more electric 
lines into the country, we are naturally thinking about 
ventilation by means of electric fans, and have conducted 
some experiments with this type of system. So far obser- 
vations indicate that, like the natural draft systems, the 
simplest forms of electric fan ventilation work the best. 

The exhaust fan simply takes the place of the outlet 
flue and may be placed wherever convenient, so long as it 
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takes the air from near the stable floor. It is, of course 
desirable to place the fan in a protected location where it 
will not have to discharge against the prevailing Winds, 
However, if found necessary to place the fan where it is 
exposed to severe winds, it may be protected by a baffle 
board placed about one foot away from the side of the 
building. 

The inlet flues are made and arranged for the fap 
system exactly as for the natural draft system. 

The cost of installing electric fan systems is consi¢d- 
erably less than that of manufactured natural draft system, 
though not less than the home-made wooden or Fairbanks- 
r00dman system such as I have described. 

The amount of electric current required for different 
outfits varies. Prof. Fairbanks, of our department, ob- 
served one that required 7.5 K. W. H. per cow per month 
for a herd of 55 cows. His continued observations, how- 
ever, show that a stable of this size can be well ventilated 
with power consumption of 2.5 K. W. H. per cow per 
month. 

The advantages of the electric fan system are that— 

(a) It can be quickly installed at any time of 
year. 

(b) It costs less to install than the commercial 
manuiactured natural draft system. 

This type of system gives as good ventilation as the 
1atural draft system. 

Finally, does it pay in dollars and cents to ventilate a 
dairy stable? So far as the health of the cattle and of 
the men who work in the stable, and the quality of milk 
produced is concerned, I leave this question to you. You 
can answer it better than I. However, by the protection 
afforded against decay of roofs, ceiling and barn timbers, 
and corrosion of the metal parts of the structure, I will 
say that I am convinced that this simple natural draft 
ventilation system will save its cost in from three to 
five years.

Oscar Erf will give a lecture on the kind of milk that will 
be produced in the future. Speakers representing each of 
the three breed organizations will also appear on the after- 
noon program. Following Professor Salisbury’s address, a 
judging contest by student teams will be held in the 
morning and cups and prizes will be awarded to the win- 
ners. Every one is welcome and Ohio dairymen are par- 
ticularly urged to be present not only to listen to this 
splendid program but to look over Ohio’s highest producing 
large herd.
